After being diagnosed 
with breast cancer a little

Although the honorary 
chait members in this annual 
race are usually women, two 


men have been asked to 
serve. Along with the Chan- 
cellor is Dr. Robert Jackson 
of LSUHSC. 

“| thought it was an inter- 
esting idea to have men this 
year to make them more 
aware. It is more common 
for men now, but men don’t 
check themselves like 
women,” Marsala said. 

The “Race for the Cure” 
foundation is hoping to raise 
$150,000, according to Bob 
Crosby, the race chairman. 
Crosby got involved in 
breast cancer awareness after 


his wife was diagnosed five 
years ago. She survived be- 
cause she detected it early, 
which is the key to beating it, 
Crosby said. 

“We are trying to create 
awareness. A town the size 
of Bossier City is about how 
many people will die from 
breast cancer this year,” 
Crosby added. . 

LSUS graduate student 
Kimberly Lewis is the psy- 
chology volunteer coordina- 
tor for Psi Chi. She is hoping 
a lot of knowledge is spread 
to the community through 


the race. 

“I’m extremely enthused 
about the chancellor. It sends 
a really powerful message to 
the students just knowing 
he’s here,” she said.

Jones in response to Ford: 
The most important thing is not 
the most logical thing. The city has 
nearly a billion dollars in debt. I 
think we've got to address that, 
because if we don’t, we’re not go- 
ing to be able to address things 
like crime, attracting the kinds of 
businesses we want here, fixing 
the streets and the drainage and the 
water and the sewage—all of those 
things which are needed. From a 
government standpoint, debt is the 
most important thing we have to 
attack, but I think the most impor- 
tant thing for the city residents is 
crime. We have to make it a place 
where people feel safe. If we want 
to make the Red River District 
something really cool, people have 
to (be able to) not worry about 
having their car broken into or be- 
ing attacked. 

Jones in response to McLain: 
We need to look at ways to make 
this a more attractive place for re- 
tirement-age people. The baby- 
boomers, (of) which I am a 
member, will be reaching retire-

whole bunch of people looking for 
places to-settle down. We have the 
climate, the outdoors, (and) a lot 
of the things that the (retirees) are 
going to want. If we take and 
leverage the presence of Barksdale 
with the VA Hospital, the medical 
support we get from LSU Medical 
Center, Willis-Knighton and 
Christus-Schumpert, we can start 
trying to provide tax incentives for 
retirement communities (and) pro- 
vide places where people can 
come to retire, like retirement re- 
sorts with golf courses, where peo- 
ple can come and have a really 
good quality of life. 


Jones in response to Reeves: 
When I was City Attorney, we re- 
viewed going into recycling and 
we did, for a short period of time, 
‘garden recycling.’

People are getting very in- 
terested in recycling aluminum 
and paper, and I think that’s some- 
thing we need to take a very close 
look at. There’s a cost involved as

Jones in response to Burton: 
We need to make Shreveport a 
place where there are jobs, so, 
when you get out of college, 
there’s a place to work. We need to 
be looking at some things we can 
do with the existing park system. I 
would like-to explore the idea of 
connecting all these parks around 
the city with bike and running 
routes so we have one big linear 
park that goes around the city. 
Cities all over the country, like 
San Diego, Houston and San An- 
tonio have done this kind of thing, 
and it opens up the city. We need 
to make the river more accessible, 
so people who enjoy water sports 
can do that. We need to be explor- 
ing the kinds of activities that col- 
lege kids really want. I'd love to 
put together a group of people 
from LSUS, Centenary and South- 
ern to come together and make 
some suggestions and see if we 
can make it happen.

Swaine in response to Burton: 
If you have good jobs, you have 
more of a chance of retaining 
young people. Economic develop- 
ment is crucial to getting people to 
stay.

‘Protector’ delivers too 
much action, no story

Tony Jaa, who was cata- 
pulted into international 
martial arts fame by his role 
in “Ong Bak Thai Warrior,”, 
stars in “The Protector,” a 
film that focuses on Thai re- 
ligion and martial arts. When 
Kham’s (Jaa) family’s ele- 
phants get Stolen, it iS Upto 
him as a protector to find and 
save his pachyderm friends 
from the clutches of an evil 
crime boss portrayed by 
Xing Jing. 

“The Protector” didn’t 
capture the essence or poten- 
tial of the script; it was just a 
straight hop-and-chop mar- 
tial arts movie. The fighting 
was superb, and Jaa is a mas- 
ter of muythai kick boxing. 
His fluid movements were 
amazing to watch as he pum- 
meled enemies with brutal 
kicks, knees and elbows. 

Yet this was one of the 
film’s downfalls as well. It 
seemed like there was five 
minutes of story and then an 
hour and 25 minutes of sheer 
brutality and carnage to peo- 
ple’s faces and arms. The 


film could have been excel- 
lent had the filmmakers fo- 
cused on bringing the story 
to the forefront and not fo- 
cused wholly on martial arts. 
From what | gathered, Thai 
people see elephants as part 
of the family, where Ameri- 
cans have dogs or cats. If the 
filmmakers had delyed more 
into that than the martial 
arts, it could have been a far 
better film. 

The editing was shoddy 
for lack of a better word. 
Some scenes were obviously 
edited to make them shorter, 
and then there were scenes 
with absolutely no smooth 
transition from one to the 
next. It was kind of like a 
scratch on a DVD. A fight 
scene in which Kham fights 
a number of thugs transitions 
to a scene of a girl walking 
on the street. It was confus- 
ing, and I felt like 1 wasn’t 
getting the whole story. 

Not only was the editing 
bad, but some of the camera 
work for the fight sequences 
was jerky. During fight 
scenes the camera was con- 
stantly moving and shaking 
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like someone was running 
with the camera on his or her 
shoulder. Director Prachya 
Pinkaew tried different cam- 
era angles that didn’t accen- 
tuate the scene but instead 
gave me a case of motion 
sickness. The camera spun 
and quaked as the fights pro-
